The 
first state election held antwhere in the 
Unired States next year will in Ala- 
bama. ‘That state has to ewct a governor 
and all the state officers in August. Colo- 
hel Oates in the Alabama delegates 
left in the vity in speaking today, said 
tpat while his information was not alto- 
gether clear, it looked as if it would re- 
quire very carcful management to prevent 
w spiit in the party in his state. dle had 
no doubt of a democratic victory in Virginia 
but he hoped it would be by a suflicient 
majority to strengthen the party in the 
elections which ure to follow. Colone: 
Oates says the campaign in Alabama, be- 
tween the administration and the anti-ad- 
ministration democrats for the control of 
the nominating convention, has already be- 
gun and will be carried on with great bit- 
terness. 

There is no doubt here at all but that 
O’errali will carry Virginia, but all are 
anxiously waiting to see what effect the 
unconditional repear of the Sherman act 
will have on the increase of the populist 
majority of that state.

Washingt, November 6.—The  elec- 
tions throughout the country toklorrow are 
awaited with great interest by the public 
men in this city, who see in them an iftdi- 
Cao of the ew&tk of the popular election 
of ISM. ‘The American public is fully 
aware of the 6iguificance of the result 
from the great states of New York, Ohio, 
lowa, Massachusetts and Virgini:. 

President Clevelaud hopes for democratic 
suceess, but his advices have not 
given him wiuch encouragement. Outside 
of Virginia ani New York, it is pot be- 
lieved by the politicians here that victory 
will perch upon the democratic banners. 
The politicians are looking upon the ciec- 
tion, Which occurs tomorrow, not so much 
as it being an endorsement or recomrmoen- 
dation of the democratic administration, 
but more as a criterion as to whether there 
is very much dissatisfaction with tke ad- 
Ministration. tt nat mean that th» 
next election depends upon it. but it is a 
straw to show which way the puiiiical 
Wild jis Mowting. 

When, four years ago, the el 
beld. it wili be remenibered was 
a@ tremendous set back for the repubhican 
party. Campbell defeated Foraker in Ohio, 
aud from the prairies of lowa came a pro- 
test against republican rule in the victory 
for Horace Boies, who is now a candidate 
for the third time. ‘hese defeats were at- 
tributed at that time by the republicans to 
loval causes, yet it Was acknowledged they 
betrayed the (%Ssatisfaction the people feit 
With the adwminisiration that had been 
elected only a year previous,, At that time 
there had been no session of congress to 
indicate what would be the policy of the 
administration upon the great questions 
before the country. 

Hedging on It. 

Since the last inauguration there has 
been a session of cougress for three months, 
and action has been taken on one question 
of the greatest importance to the people in 
many years. Although the legislation passed 
is of much importance, it is in no 
partisan. Both. parties participated in it. 
Besides, it comes too late to have any 
marked effect upon the election ths year. 
It is believed by the close friends of the 
administration that in no mManpr can 
the defeat of the democrats be attributed 
to the action of cougress, as both parties 
were respousilie. It was thought that the 
suspension of silver purchases micht give 
an impetus to the populist campaign in 
Virginia, but it is ney couceded that the 
democrats will be successful. 

Viewed from the Washington standpoint, 
the elections are interestii’ as presenting 
the thoughts the people on nultifarious 
questions withont involving apy great 
political siguifcance. 
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The Indications Are That He Will Carry Old 


Virginia by 20,000 Majogity. 

Yichmowkk Va., November 6.—There 
is every indication tonight that the demo- 
erats tomorrow will elect their state ticket 
by from 20,000 to 40,600 majority and se- 
cure over two-thirds of the members of the 
legislature. In every part of the state 
the voters are thoroughly aroused, and 
this being the case, there is no fear of 
defeat. rom every section reports that are 
cheering to the hearts of lovers of good 
government are coming in. The apathy 
that is sad tu have existed two or three 
weeks ago has disappeared and now. on 
the eve of the battle of ballots, democracy 
is in fine trim for the fray. Among the 
visitors to the democratic headquarters to- 
day was Ilon. Joseph T. Lawless, of Ports- 
mouth. He stated that the second district 


would roll up a splendid majority for ote 
rall and send practically a solid deiega- 
tion to the assembly. Mr. Lawless is of 
the opinion that Colonel O’Ferrall will win 
by a handsome majority. 

Hon. H. R. Pollard. who has rendered 
the party excellent service on the stump. 
has just returned from Halifax, where he 
has been making speeches. Halifax is 
one of the counties claimed by the popu- 
lists, but Mr. Pollard says that county, in 
his judgment, will give the democrats some- 
thing like SOU majority. Wherever be 
spoke he had large audiences and the vo- 
ters appeared to be iu full sympathy 
With the democratic party. Like Mr. Law- 
less, Mr. Pollard believes that when the 
returns come jin tomorrow night they will 
show that the state ticket of the democrats 
has carried the state by u large majority 
and the legisiature is democratic. 

Another person who had exceilent oppor- 
tunities tor learning how the tide is drifting 
is Colonel Meade Haskius, who has been al- 
most constant.y on the stump. Colonel 
Haskins, it is said, places O’Ferrall’s wa-

TAX ON SUGAR IS COHING DOWN. 


Something Will Be Added on Liquor 
and Tobacco. 


ONE CENT ON WHISKY WOULD COUNT 


If a Man Got a Cent on Every Gallon 
Manufactured in the United Statesin a 
Year He W ould Be a Millionaire. 


Chicago, Novem be 4 6.—The Hon. Charles 
F. Crisp, speaker of the house of represen- 
tatives, arnmved at the Palmer house last 
night. In speaking of the repeal fight, 
Mr. Crisp said: 

‘The house will have some very impor- 
tant legislation before it at the beginuing 
of the regular session in December. Mr. 
Wilson's committee wil] have its tariff bill 
ready at an early day. ‘The subcommittee 
has already decided on the rates in the 
schedule and the general committee wil 
consider them some time next week. 

“| believe Mir. Wrson’s committee will 
recommend a reduction of the tariff to a 
revenue basis in accordance with the de- 
ciarations of the national democratic plat 
form. The tax on refined sugar may be 
reduced considerably, but the tax on whisky 
and beer and tobacco may he increased. 
It is estimated, Ll believe, that an inerease 
of 1 cent on whisky will add $1,000,000 
to the revenues. 

“The present tax on whisky is 9) centa, 
and say it is increased to $1. 20: that would 
mean an increase of $330.000,000 in reve- 
nues to the government.” 

Speaker Crisp said that besides the tar- 
iff bill the house would come to a vote on 
tne bill to take off the 4) per cent tax on 
etate banks. 

Mr. Crisp said that the democrats might 
lose a few votes in some «ections of the 
south on account of passing the repeal bill, 
but he did not think it would amount to 
anything serious, as the south generally he- 
lieved in the democratic party. In Ale- 
bama, where the populists are strong and 
where some free silver democrats may go 
over to them, the democratic party mar 
have a more interesting time than usual, 
but he predicted no disastrous results. He 
did not think the democrats would lose a 
single southern state. 


CARLISLE INTERVIEWED 


About the Mints Reing Ordered to Coin 
Dollars. 
New York, November 6. 
arrived here this afternoon, ‘To a reporter of 
The Fvening Mr. Carlisle said that he 
was here on official business. Mr. Carlisle de- 
clined to say anything in relaticn to the finan- 
cial and business situation or express anv 
opinion as to the outlook. As to the condi- 
tion of the treasury, ete., he could say noth- 
ing, as he did not consider it wise or proper 
to transact the bnsiness of the government 
through the newspapers. .

“We could use a few more silver dollars now 
and I have, therefore, directed the miuts 
to get ready to coin some of the bullion, if 
it should be deemed advisable to do so—that 
is. [ have ordered them to prepare the ingots 
and stamps. It is necessary, you know, be- 
fore the bullion can be coined to make ingots 
of a certain length and of the same thickness 
as the dollar. To do that and make the 
stamps woukl take some weeks, so you see 
we woukl not begin coining at once, even if 
we wanted to do s9, It would take more 
than five years to colin all the silver bullion 
now in tie treasury. If we shou!d begin to 
coin it the seigniorage woud not, in round 
figures, amount to more than $1,000,000 a 
month, or if the m’nts were all kept steadily 
going about $12,000,000 a vyvear. With the 
ecertainiy that the purchases of silver bullion 
are — we could probably use that much 
with age.

SOUTH CAROLINA LIQUUR LAW 


Comes Up Before the e United States Supreme 
Court. 

Washington, November 6.—The South 
Carolina liquor law came up before the 
supreme court of the United States today 
in an indirect manner, through one of the 
seizures made by one of Governor Tillman's 
oflicers. ‘This is what is known the 
Swan case. Swan, a state constable, seized 
a@ barrel of liquor in a railroad depot and 
action was brought against him. 

The railroad was in the hands of a re- 
ceiver appuinted by the federal court and 
Swan was adjudged in contempt for seiz- 
ing the liquor. ‘he state’s contention is 
that the seizure was made in carrying 
out the police powers of the state and was 
justifiable. 

Atturney General D. A. Townsend, of 
South Carolina, is here to represent the 
State in this and in two other cases pending 
before the supreme court. Speaking of 
the Palmetto law he said:

Brunswick, Ga., November 6.—Thirteen 
cases Of yellow tever were reported today, 
nine of which are white, ag follows:

‘Cwenty-eight patients were discharged to- 
day, seventeen of which were whites.

patients bave been and are now under 
reatment, and an even fifty have died. 


The ratio of mortality among the whites is 
12.8, while among the colored it is only 
2.ié. The total ratio is 6.6, not including

Will Comprise the Southern Ball As- 
sociation for 1894. 


BASEBALLISTS IN ANNUAL SESSION 


Disband the Old League and Organize 
Anew—Bright Outlook for the Com- 
ing Season—Meeting Yesterday. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., November 6.—(Spe- 
cia).)—With clubs representing the eight 
best cities of the south, a salary limit of 
$1,000 per month, and one straight-away 
season of between four and a half and five 
months, the Southern Association of Base- 
bali Clubs comes into existence, under the 
most favorable possible auspices. 

The old Southern League of ball clubs 
is no more—killed by yellow fever and finan- 
cial stringency, by a twelve-ciub member- 
ship and by utter disregard of salary limit. 

Today's gathering of baseball men was 
interesting and important. The steps taken 
at it are far-reaching and, if the opinions 
of baseball people count for anything, are 
sure to result in great good to the national 
game in the south. 

There were some surprises and some dis- 
appointments as a matter of course; they 
were unavoidable, but in the main the ses- 
sions of the ol league and the new one 
were harmonious, and augur well for the 
future 

The Old League Dissolves. 

The league met at the Southern hotel, 
with President Nicklin in the chair. There 
were represented: Atlanta, by Joe Ohl; 
New Orleans, by Henry Powers; Memphis, 
by Colonel R. B. Armour; Mobile, by J. EF. 
Hooper; Augusta, by W. H. Stallings; 
Chattanooga, by Mel Chambers; Montgom- 
ery, by Mr. Smith; Savannah and Macon 
sent their proxies to President: Nicklin; 
Juke Wells, of Pensacoia, was present, but 
the city he represented had no franchise; 
George T. Stallings was there to represent 
Nashville. and clever George Burbridge, of 
Jacksonville, dropped in to shake hands 
with the boys, and John VP. O'Neill came 
to ask for a franchise for Charleston. 

It did not take long to wind up the busi- 
o£ the old league. The president read his 
financial report and it was discussed, es- 
pecially that feature which related to the 
much discussed sinking iund. ‘The report 
was accepted and adopted. There was 
some discussion of the last year’s breakup, 
and talk of the future; then a resolution 
dissolving the old league was unanimously 
adopted. 

the New Association. 

The initiative toward the organization 
for the new year was taken by the repre- 
sentatives of the six stronger cities, who 
organized temporarity by asking Mr. Nick- 
lin, who represented Savannah, to take the 
ehair. In this temporary organization At- 
lanta, New Orleans, Memphis, Mobile, 
Nashville and Savannah were represented. 

The first thing done was the considera- 
tion of applications for membership to fill 
the two vacant places in the eight-club 
league that had been determined upon. 

Mr. Smith made a strong presentation of 
Montgomery’s claims to place in the as- 
sociation, stating that the buseball organi- 
zation in that city was in new hands; that 
there was a great deal of enthusiasm, and 
that new and more uceessible grounds would 
be prepared for the new year. 

Mr. Stallings urged that it was only jus- 
tice to grant a franchise to Augusta and 
he believed the members would endorse 
what he had said by granting it. 

Mr. Nicklin urged Chattanooga’s claims 
to a place. Nobody was there to speak for 
Macon und it was the generally expressed 
belief that the Central City did not care for 
baseball another year. 

Probably the strongest speech made was 
that of Mr. O'Neill. of Charleston. He rep- 
resented, he said, President Passailague, of 
the Enterprise Street Railroad Company. 
one of Charleston’s foremost young busi- 
ness men and the man who has always— 
unti? last season—been at the head of 
Cbharleston’s baseball affairs. Mr. Pas- 
satilague asked for the franchise for a com- 
puny of prominent busimmess men of his 
eity, and claimed that in local hands 
Charleston would be one of the stropgest 
buseball cities in the south. 

These gentlemen retired aud the associa- 
tlio Went into executive session. After a 
debate, that is said to have been quite 
lively, Augusta and Charleston were ad- 
mitted to membership. It is understood 
that tne sentiment was about evenly di- 
vided between Montgomery and Charles- 
ton, and that the Sea Gull City won by omy 
u small margin. 

Luio Permanent Organization. 

The association then perfected its organi- 

zation by electing Mr. Nicklin president- 


gecretary-treasurer, and Mr. Armour, of 
Memphis, vice president. The friends of 
Mr. George Burbridge had urged him to 
allow bis name to be used in counection 
with the presidency and be bad consented 
to do so, but as soon us he learned that 
Mr. Nicklin would accept a re-election, he 


refused positively to be a candidate. 

A good deal of ‘basinent was transacted 
in u short time. 

Messrs. Obl, Powers and W. M. Stall- 
ings were named as a committee on con- 
stitution and by laws. 

It was decided that the season commence 
April et and end about September 12th, 
and that there be but one season. 

Reece George Stallings, Hooper and 
Manning were appointed a committee on 
schedule. 

A salary limit of $1,000 was decided on 
and stringent laws were adopted to see that 
the limit was not broken. 

There will be no selling of players dur- 
the season. 

Three sinking fund trustees are to be ap- 

pointed. -A sinking fund is to be ereated 

as was done last year, and the president 

is to be custodian of that fund. 

Each club is to put up a guarantee fund 
of $500. This is not subject to draft for 
dues as was the case last season, but Is to 
remain intact. 

The visiting club is to receive a‘ guaran- 
tee of $60 per game, rain or shine. 

The Southern Association will apply for 
membership to the national agreement, 
class B., with reservation. 

The next meeting will be held in Atlanta 
on February 15th.

A. few minutes in the 
place where Uncle Sam receives and sends 
out alike, good and bad news with a Colum- 
bian postage stamp us a passport, satisiled 
him that something was wrong with its 
conduct, and he proceeded without further 
ceremony to piace Postmaster Sweat under 
arrest.

Lhe -platform declares for’ the free 
coinage of both gold) and silver. either un- 
der the terms of an international 
ment, or under the auspices of domestie 
legislation. That is the democratic poli- 
cy, and so thoroughly is this unde ‘rstood, 
everywhere and by all persous. that even 
those who were in favor of ihe uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman law, have 
sought and are still seeking appease 
public opinion And satisfy public expecta- 
tion by declaring that unconditiou:) 
peal does not demonetize silver. 

We have shown that those who make 
this declaration are wrong. We will pot 
how pause to consider whether thev are 
trying to deceive the people, or whether 
their opinion is conceived in sheer igno- 
rance. The simple facet that they are 
trying to show that silver has not been 
demonetized as a money standard | is 
a2 sufficient evidence of their knowledye 
that (fe democratic Still stands, 
amd that ft is not the purpose of the dem- 
oOcratlie party to dest Pas 2 
etary standard.

About the of the  uneondi- 
tional reper Sherman law, we 
desire to quote Senator Voorhees on the 
subject. He was the leader in the re- 
eent contest for repeal and his testimony 
is just as, if not bett than 
that of any person who can be quoted on 
the subject. 

Our readers will remember that there 
was an effort made to repeal the Sher- 
man law in February, when Mr. Farri- 
son was still president. The repeal bill 
was defeated in the senate by a major- 
{tv of nineteen. In the course of the de- 
bate Mr. Voorhees made the following 
remarks, which are as true today as the 
day they were uttered. We commend 
the plain, emphatic statements of Mr. 
Voorhees to the careful aitention of our 
« readers: 

T shoud have voted the other day to take up 
what is known as the Sherman act end for its 
repeal, but for the fact that its passage wou!ld 
absMiutely demonetize silver and leave it sup- 
portal by’ not one word of legislation. I 
thought the measure Was audacious; I thought 
it an outrage to ask men I’ke myself and orhb- 
evs to absolute’y sweep from under the silver 
currency every vestige of law. That is not 
what We meant at Chicago; that is not what 
fhe people mean. 

I. sfrould vote for the repeal of the Sherman 
act simply be@cuuse .t is vicious in principle, 
but it must be inconmection woth something 
better. You might as well authorize a circu- 
‘atog medium based upon tobacco by the 
hogshead or cotton by the bale, as upon silver 
in its bulSon shape. It must be coined [nto 
money, aud such is the position of the demo- 
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crate party as declared in maitional conven- 
tion. 

These are the facts in a nutshell—a 
deliberate and frank declaration made 
by a democratic senator who was after- 
wards to lead a minority of democrats 
in favor of unconditional repeal. 

We do not print what Mr. Voorhees 
said on that ision in order to con- 
found him with his own words or to 
criticize the democrats who supported 
his later views. The time for ali that 
is past. We propose to devote ourselves 
healing up whatever democratic 
wounds were made in the memorable 
contest that has just closed. But we do 
het conceive that these wounds can be 
more rapidly healed by trying to de- 
ceive the people than by telling them the 
simple truth. The truth has a virtue in 
it that deception cannot imitate, and 
that baisam should be applied by’ those 
who have the welfare of the people at 
heart. 

The plain and stmple truth, therefore, 
is that the repeal of the purchasing 
Clause of the Sherman law has demone- 
tized silver as a monetary” standard. 
Our silver coins are still eurrent, but 
they are current only as the greenbacks 
are, They are not money of final pay- 
ment. They are not They are 
evidences of debt. They are redeemable 
in gold. This is the truth that everv 
democrat should know and feel and un- 
derstand.

On tie Alabema Street Bridge---The Com- 


Mittee Presents Several Resolutions, 


AND THE LEGISLATURE APPEALED TO 


So That the City May Undertake the Bui'd- 
ing of the Bridge Under the Proper 
laws--The Vay of the Officers. 


The construction of the Alabama street 
bridge was given a start yesterday after- 
noon by the general council. 

But the indications are that ground will 
not be broken in the Butding of the bridge 
before the middie of next vear, and that 
eome two years at least will be consume! 
in the construction of the passageway lead- 
ing to the western portion of the city. 

Besides two resolutions by 
council favorable to the 
bridge, the committee on legislation was 
instructed to secure an amendment to the 
city charter, at the present session of the 
general assembly. authorizing the mayor 
and general counci] of Atianta to build the 
bridge, and to provide for the payment of 
the work. It was while the general council 
Was Working under the head og reports of 
committees when the measure was taken 
up. The mayor pro tem. called on the 
bridge committee for reports, and Mr. 
Hirsch, chairman of the committee, pre- 
sented a resolution accepting the plans for 
the Alabama street bridge furnished by the 
American Bridge Company and Henry T. 
MeDaniel. The resolution provided that 
the American Bridge Company and Mr. 
McDaniel were to details, with 
drawings and specifications that shall he 
satisfactory to the bridge committee and 
the city engineer, such drawings and speci- 
fications to give ali information that will 
be necessary for recciving proposals for 
the work. The resolution also provided 
for the payment of 3000 for the work, 
$250 to be paid now, and the balance to 
be paid when the plans are accepted. The 
resolution wus adopted without any dis- 
cussion, 

“I have here another resolution on the 
same subject,”” said Mr. Hirsch. 

Jt was passed to the clerk, and was 
found to be a resolution directing the eity 
engineer, Mr. Clayton, to muke a survey 
of the proposed extension of Alabama 
sireet from the Central railroad to Rhodes 
street, ‘which would show the property 
necessary to be condemz@l in, order tou 
open the street, and to submit the same 
tv the general council by its next meeting. 
That was adopted, too, without discussion 
or a dissenting vote. 

“l have scill another paper referring to 
the construction of the bridge,’ remarked 
Mr. Hirsch, as he passed another paper to 
the city clerk. 

The paper was read, and was: 

That the committee on legislation is hereby 
instructed to incorporate in the act amending 
the city charter to be introduced at the pres- 
ent session of the legislature, a section au- 
thorizing the mayor and general council to 
provide for a bridge over the tracks of the 
Central Railroad Company of Georgia, and 
to do all other work necessary in the extension 
of West Alabama street to a point near the 
junction of Rhodes aud El.fott in said city 
and extend on over to West Hunter, and to 
provide for the paying of the expense of 
roustructing said bridge and extending said 
Brreet partly from the income of said city 
for the year 1894 and the balance out of 
the tnceome of said city for the years 1805 
and 1896. 

“I don’t know about this,” said Mr. Hii). 
“Its mighty late in the year for us _ to 
undertake the building of that tridge. It 
won't be long, now, before we ail go out 
and a new councii comes in. | tusk we 
had better wait and not attempt to bind 
that body. In fact, we can’t bind it. Sup- 
pose we leave it all tu the coming council. 
It'll take $200,000 or $300,000 to build that 
bridge, and in these scarry times I don't 
know that we ought to do this.” 

“if Atiuanta needs any one thing in this 
world more than she needs that Alabama 
street bridge, 1 don’t know what it -is,” 
said Mr. Reneau. “The people living in 
the western portion of the city have been 
told that we have a statehouse over here 
in Atlanta, an@ that we have a courthouse. 
Now, for God's sake, let’s build that bridge 
and give them a chance to come over here 
and see if we really have these publie 
buildings here which they helped to bud. 
They have paid their taxes for these build 
ings, and they will pay their proportion of 
the building of the Alabama street bridge. 
1 say let’s not stop this work which we 
have been promising for so long, but let’s 
go on and build the bridge.” 

“I’m not opposed to the bridge,” said Mr. 
Peters, “but I think we should go a littic 
slow about starting the expenditure of so 
much money as will be needed to eoustruct 
that bridge. We have plenty of time next 
yeur to get down to the work in this mat- 
ter. I want it understood, however, that 
I’m not opposed to the building of the 
bridge. On the contrary, I’m strongly in 
favor of it.” 

Mr. Stockdell favored 
the paper. 

ec think,” said Mr. Meador, “that we'd 
better leave this matter alone for the next 
council. We have just passed through, or 
are yet passing through, a great finauciai 
crisis, and we don’t know what the next 
few months may bring upon us. LI think 
we'd better wait and let the next council 
handle this matter. J'’m not opposed to 
thre bridge, but am for it with all my might. 
But I think this ihe wroug time to 
start.” 

“I’m like Mr. Meador,” said Mr. Northen. 
“Then, too, we huve never seen any. ef 
the plans or specifications, aud have ny 
idea what we are buying.” 

“That paper,” said Mr. Rice. “is certainly 
misunderstood. It does not make the build 
ing of the bridge a certainiy now or at 
any time. It simply gives the general coun- 
vil the right to go ahead and build the 
bridge. We will have to go to the legisla- 
ture for the amendment to the charter 
and that is all it asks.” 

“Well, then, 2 mo¥e YO amtnd it,” said 
Mr. Hili, “by adding the words ‘in the dis- 
eretion of tue general council,” so that it 
will not be inipérative upon us.” 

The amendment was accepted. 

"And 1 have an amendment,” 
Martin, of the fifih. “f want it amended 
so that an urm may be extended from 
the bridge to Bartow street. That section 
of the city over there is shut oil from the 
city, tov, and the arm will let us in.” 

“I see,” said Mr. Keneau, “that my good 
friend, Mr. Martin, has been reading the 
papers and keeping up with what the con- 
gresemen have been doing and now he 
wants to imitate them. He wants to de- 
feat this bridge by adding amendmeuts to 
the bill. Why not come out and 
yote against it, if he _ is opposed to 
it, and not try to beat it by adding amend- 
ments? ‘Fhat ain't the way to do. I say 
let's: call the ayes and nays of this-and 
sbow everybody how we siand.” 

“IT didn’t add the amendment,” said Mr. 
Martin, “to kill the bill. 1 added it to 
get the arm to Bartow street, and that’s 
what I want, and that’s what I’m going to 
vote for whether I get it or not.” 

Mr.. Martin's amendment was lost and 
then the vote came on the adoption of the 
paper as presented by Mr. Elirsch. The 
ryote wis unanimous for the li and the 
legislative committee will aet in accdtd- 
ance with it.

THE PUBLIC ROADS. 


The Call Has Been Issued for the 
Georgia Road Congress 


TO ASSEMBLE AT THE AUGUSTA FAIR 


A Full Delegation Urged from Fulton 
County— How the Cause of Good Roads 
Is Progressing in the Country. 


The Georgia road congress has been 
called to heet in Augusta on the 2Sth in- 
stant, the Augusta exposition having set 
upart that day as “Road Congress Day.” 

The vice presidents of the body are Hon, 
H. BP. Smart, of Savannah; Hon. O. A. 
Barry, Coleman; Colonel G. W. Jordan, 
Jr., Hawkinsville; Hon. W. J. Weeks, 
Talbotton; Dr. J. W. Nelms, Atlanta; 
Hon. W. A. Huff, Macon; Colonel J. O 
Waddell, Atlanta; Professor G..* mM. 
Strahan, Athens; Hon. J. W. Robertson, 
Cornelia; Colonel O. H. Beall, Sanders- 
ville; Colonel A. T, Putnam. Brunswick. 

The time for the meeting is auspicious, as 
the unprecedented low rates on railroads 
will enable every county to be represented. 
The basis of representation is double the 
number of representatives in the lower 
branch of the general assembly. Fulton

Georgia sets the pace. Soon after the 
first congress was held here other states 
followed suit, and congresses have been 
held in a large number of states in the 
union. Public opinion is crystallizing on 
the platform of the Georgia road congress, 

The Georgia state fair adopted the sug- 
gestion of the secretary of the Georgia 
road congress and instituted a department 
of raads, and now the management of other 
fairs are imitating them. It will be seen 
that Georgia leads the van in favor of a 
permanent system of improved roads con- 
structd under the direction of the most 
skilled engineers, and by the use of convict 
labor aud improved road working Mmachin- 
ery.

‘the Origin of the Congress. 

In February, 1889, a call was issued for 
the convening of a road congress in the 
city of Atlanta, on the 22d of May follow- 
ing, being signed by Colonel Z D. Marri- 
yon, Mark W. Johuson, C. M. Neel, Rob- 
ert J. Lowry, M. C. Kiser, G. W. Adair, 
Cc. W. Hunnicutt. J. T. Henderson, d. 
tT. Glenn, of Fulton county, and C. 
Suith, V. FP. Sisson, ©. Wirkpatrick, 
TT. J. Hightower, P. Harralson and W. 
(;. Whidby, of Del<alb. 

W hen the CONDZTCSS ussemb led Hon. L. 

Livingston was made temporary presi- 
dent, and subsequently Hon. W. J. 
Northen was made permanent president 
and W, G. Whidby permanent secretary. 
The sense of the congress may be thus 
succinctly stated: 

1. That the convicts of the state be util- 
ized on the public roads as far as possible. 

2. That the labor of the state bear its 
fair proportion of the burden. 

3. That the property ot the state shall 
bear its fair proportion of an ad valorem 
tax. 

4. That a large diseretion be left to 
each county as to the amount and character 
of the work to be done. 

5. That in anv laws that shall be fram- 
edi the interest of the public shall bear 
ugainst and not with the person or persons 
in charge of the road working. 

The next session of the Georgia road 
congress was held in Atlanta on the 2Sth 
of October, 1891. 

At this session the following was adopted 
as expressive of the views of the body: 

“1. It is the sense of this congress that 
it is to the interests of the people of the 
state that the labor of her convicts should 
be utilized upon her public roads, and that 
no iease of convicts should be made after 
the expiration of the present lease. We fur- 
ther hold that the present convict force 
now used in working public roads can he, 
and should be, greatly increased by lower- 
ing the penalties for certain crimes. 

‘2. We further hold that labor and prop- 
erty should each bear its proportion of 
the burden of road duty—the latter by an 
ad valoruem tax in just proportion to the 
former, and that a large discretion should 
be left to each county, as to the amount 
and character of the work to be done. And 
further, that all road laws should be so 
framed as to provide such penalties as will 
enforce a full measure of duty to the public 
interest from the person or persons ip 
charge of road working. 

“3. We hold that in all cases the effi- 
eacy of road working is greatly increased 
by each county owning and furnishing its 
road hands with the proper tools.” 

The Southern Interstate Cougrese, 

The next day, in pursuance of a eall, 
southern interstate road congress met in 
this city and was organized by electing 
Hon. S. W. Mullins, of Mississippi, pres- 
ident and W. G. Whidby. secretary. This 
congress affirmed the position taken by the 
Georgia road congress. Letters were read 
from the governers of seventeen stztes 
warmly en@orsing the movement. ‘Lhe 
southern interstate road congress met in 
Memphis, Tenn., in November, 1892. At 
this meeting responses were received from 
nearly every state in the union, and after 
adopting in substance, the platform of the 
Georgia road congress, merged into the 
National League for Good Roads.”
